thing of a history. After long discussion and no little debate 
extending over many vears, as fay back as November, 1923, it 
found itself the topic for debate at a meeting at the Great Svna- 
gogue Guild. Not long after. in the same month. Mr. Lionel de 
Rothschild called a iweeting of those whom he thought should 
be interested in the question, at which if was decided to favour the 
suggestion in principle and to appoint a Committee which, after 
gathering further opinion upon the taprie, should formulate a scheme 
for putting the proposal into practice. There then supervencd a 
stillness upon the subjeet which, it was generally understood, was 
essential to allow the Comittee to do its work. It was broken 
only by an announcement which was made in Tir Jrwtsn 
CHRONICLE of November 14th. 1924. sketching the conclusions af 


which the Committee had arrived, and by a somewhat tnharmonious

And white it is in that 
or some similar condition. it inay be as well to explain, or rather 
re-explain, for the «tb time. just briefly what is really meant by 
Charity Co-ordination. bor T light upon the very strangest notions 
concerning itin inteligent and yvereralivy well informed folk. By 
some it is regarded as a verttable bovey, much as | imagine was 
the case in ancient times, when King Herod instituted the taking of 
no census in Judea. Charity Co-ordination, shortly, would mean the 
setting up ota Council) or Cominittee— composed of repre- 
sentatives of all our Metropolitan Charities together, it might be, of 
some other added members who, from their position in the Com- 
munity, would be able to voice the opintons of the public at large, 
or whose special experi nee in charitable matters would have made 
their views of value. The body thus formed would not take charge 
of the internal administration ef any of the Chavrities—-with this it 
would bave nothing to de, and could at inmost influence but indirectly. 
Such internal administration would be left and would) proceed as 
now, carried on by the means new in vogue. In that respect there 
would be no alteration. But the Charity Co-ordination Council 
would hecomre the nexus between the various Charities and the 
Jewish public. It would undertake the gathering in of money 
needed in order that the Charities may be carried on, and for that 
purpose would organise the whole community so that, so far as 
voluntary methods could effect if, none should escape from doing 
his duty—each according to his means—to the poor and the needy, 
the helpless and the dependent. 

Unhappily, so far as the preab majority are concerned, it is 
recognised that such duty is by no means fully done. There are 
large numbers who ignore it altogether: there are far more whose dona- 
tions to our charities fall far short of being consistent with the means 
with which they aveeudowed. Hpisonly theminority who are generous 
nd self-sacrificing, and upon them there in consequence, falls an 
altogether unfair burden. There are cases, too, where non-giving 
is not admitted to be the result of meanness. People have assured 
me that it would be damaging to them to give very small sums to 
any charity; that they cannot afford to give what they call “a decent 
amount” to as many as they are asked for, but would willingly give 
one sum to one institution if, by «xclading all the others, they did 
not offend this or that friend who applied to them. Well, this may 
be just as ingenious an excuse for niggardliness as many another, 


and, in at case. Charity Co-ordination would. .do a great deal in 


meeting them all. It would, [suppose, Map ouy London into con- 
venient districts for the purpose ay ye rsonal canvass, and set up 
local Conimittees which would undertake the work. ‘Those visited 
would find refusal mere difficult than consigning even the mos6t 
cloquently worded appeal to the waste paper hasket, They would 
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lind it more diflicult, too, to pretend they “cannot afford” more than a 
trifle; while the plea that they give toso many thing already would 
he unavailing, for the local Committee would have a tabulated 
return (so far as ascertainable) of the benefactions ofall upon whom 
they call. Money thus collected could be earmarked for any specific 
object, in which instances the Council would act merely as a conduit 
but, for the most part, donations would be given generally, 
tit sogo to form a fund which yy riodically would be distributed to 
the various institutions by the Counéil under some carefully pre- 
pared plans; aud experience teaches that by this system all 
institutions would receive a larger income than they do uncer the 
present system tor the lack of it) for gathering in financial support. The 
Couneil, however, could be useful in other ways, and could, possessed 
of the very best equipment for the purpose, make a sper ial 
collection for any individuel object, should circumstances occasion: 
ally demand. Its work, too, in another direction might be invaluable. 
It conl i form a sort of one hange or centre for all charitable effort 
could urge the cutting off of overlapping in any direction in which 
it was indicated, and with the combined wisdom and experience at 
its disposal could offer advice in respect to the administration of 
the institutions with which it would be in touch. when desirable.

That is not, of course, in any sense a charitable endeavour, 
but it rivals such efforts because it demands money. 

And sol will repeat: What has become of Charity Co-ordination 
for London Jewry? If, as would seem, it has gone into communal 
cold-storage, the sooner it is taken out the better, It is badly 
wanted for immediate use!

The principal pomts made by * Mentor” (and also by Mr. Burstein) “ure 
(1) that because Christians have persecuted Jews, Jews should not read or refer 
to the New Testament or to Jesus, and (2) that we should not read the Christian 

and presumably also other—religious literature because our own provides for 
all our spiritual needs, My reply to the first argument has been, and is, that il 
is just as foolish to condemn Jes: aie the misdeeds of Chiis‘ians, as it would be 
to condemn Moses for the misde Jewa: and to the second, that the 
possession of a high literature of our own is no-justifieation for putting a sort of 
Chinese Wall around the great literatures of the world. 

We have our own pocts, but we do not, for instance, taboo Shakespeare, 
although he has written the “ Merchant of Venice,” We have our own great 
composers, but we do not taboo Wagner, although Wagner was notoriously an 
anti-Semite. I have yet to learn that Jews, as a whole, refuse to listen to his music 

~—though I might say that personally I listen to it, for this reason, with very mixe (l 
feelings. The fact is that in actual life we do not do such things. Wo do not, 
like capricious children, say that we will not listen to Kreisler; Heifetz is quite 
enough for us. No, we listen to both because although they both play music, 
they may have a different technique and play different tunes, and each in his own 
way may thrill or elevate us, 

It is, however, not entirely on these academic grounda that I deprecated 
‘Mentor has 
overlooked or ignored my strong reason for doing so—a reason directed entirely 
in the Jewish interest. I said that we should not now shirk, and should not have 
shirleod the question-in the past, but rather, by.research, study and discussion 


of some 
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wo might long ago have convinced the world of the “ purely human or entirely 
mythical «character of Jesus,” and would thus have “ removed from ourselves 
the reproach of having crucified the ‘Son of God.’"’ To ignore this, and say 
that l urge the acceptance of the teachings of Jesus, ia, therefore, a complete 
travesty of my arguments, 

Every Jew—and [ am sure every honest Christian also—cannot but think 
with horror of the crimes perpetrated, especially against Jews, in the name of 
Jesus. This, however, is not due to His teachings, but, as I have said, because 
Christians have miserably failed to follow them. 

The question at issue is not mercly our attitude to Jesus, but—and this in 
closely bound up with if our attitude to every move ment in religious philosophy 
which shows any tendency to break away from accepted views and practices— 
however much out of harmony they may be with the general state of thought and 
science. This attitude to all liberal thought in religion, which is comimon not 
only to the Jewish, but to all established religions, is doing intinitely more harm 
than good. 

Like other people we assimilate new ideas vory slowly. In the sev nteenth 
century we excommunicated Spinoza, but in the twentieth, when eon piling lists 
of great Jews, we proudly inelude his name. I have no doubt that religion will 
last as long as the human race. but it will not be a hundred years henee what 
it is to-day, just as it is not to-day what it was a hundred years ago. How many 
people, at the present time, who have had the benefit of a higher education, and 
the advantage of the results of historical and anthropological research, read 
either the Old or the New Testament in the literal sense in which it was. read a 
hundred years ago 

The world is moving. When Galileo was in the hands of the Inquisition 
he recanted his theory of the earth’s motion. | But it is said that as soon as He had 
risen from His knees he exclaimed: “ eppur si muove” (it moves none the less), 
tut | fear that some pcople, even now, think that it stands still, 

* Mentor" saves: “ We have always had our Montefiores, our Wises, our 
Mattucks, our Lily Montagus and our Convissers.” [Tam in good company. | 
should ont like to add mm benediction and SAY : 7 May we always have them. 

My complaint is not against true and pure religion, but against superstition 
and meaningless and irritating dogma and practices which alienate great masses 
of the younger generation, leaving them adrift, without Judaism, Christianity, 
or anything else. 


“ Mentor” sees in my letter a red light and cries: “ Danger!’ But, Sir, 


a red signal does not constitute the danger on the line. It is the overloaded and 
collapsing trucks, carrving the religious luggage of generation upon generation 
of pious, but now out-of-date men, that is the danger. The real treasures of the 
Jewish religion are buried under this vast accumulation of outworn paraphernaha 
until they are almost invisible and forgotte.. 

A purification and simplification of religious belief and practice is essential 
so that it might be possible for all to preserve that religious unity with their 
fellow-men which is necessary for a well-ordered life.— Yours faithfully,

But even admitting the New Testament story, that he became a 
Pseudo- Messiah and a maniac generally towards the end of his life, why 
should we regard him with less sympathy than we regard Sabbatai Zevi 

and all the impostors who fill the pages of Graetz? What are we 
frightened of that we refuse to read of him”? 

\gain, what right have we to attribute to Jesus the persecutions of 
the Middle Aves—Aristotle is quite as guilty—the Feudal system (quite 
an ceonomnlc organisation) more so. Is it likely that the expounder of the 
Mosaic doctrine of love should have preached the fire and blood doctrines

\nd, above all, why should the nation which heard Mai:®oniaes 
preach the “Supremacy of reason” include the New Testament in an 
index Expurgatorins?

the son was in no way responsible. I knew both brothers well 


Levin Lee intimately. Ile was one of the founders, and the Honorar,\ 


Secretary, of the North London Synagogue, of which I was the first (not 
the First! minister, and which provided me with my first cure of souls 
This was as far back as 1568. Iwas thus brought into close association 
with Levin Lee, who lived with his mother and sisters in Canonbury, 
The sisters also assumed the name of Lec: but the mothe: 
remained Mrs. Levy tothe end. Before I knew the family yet another 
<ister (I don't think she ever took the name of Lee) had married. and her 
husband was the Rev. A. L. Green, one of the most popular and accom. 
plished Anglo-Jewish ministers of his day, or, indecd, of any day. It was 
through my intimacy with Levin Lec’'s family that I became acquainted 
with his brother Lazarus and his cxcellent wife. They engaged me as 
their son's religious teacher, and I prepared him, in duce course, for the 
Rarmitevah-cevemony. He learned his “ portion,” and intoned it in the 
sVnagosue in orthodox fashion, His parents gave a dinner at their house 
in Brondesbury on his BRarmitzcah Sabbath to celebrate the occasion, and 
in the course of a post-prandial specch his father told us that, when hi 

son was born thirteen yvears before, he had markod the event by laying 
down some wine, of which we were then drinking. The promise then 
held out I am referring to the Barmiterah, not to the winc—was, we al! 
know, not fulfilled. Ithas always been a grief to me that my pupil, when 
he came to man’s estate, decided to turn his back upon the community in 
which he was born. He was one of my “ failures.” Bat he was cminentl, 
a “straight” man. and he attained to a commanding and an honoured 
place in the great world of letters. He euriched British literature ; the 
pity is that he might, at the same time, have vendered equally valuab\ 
service to the Jewish cause if he had remained within the pale. 

It is wonderful to think how very much Jews, some of thein sons o1 
grandsons of foreign immigrants, have done for specifically British 
learning in recent years. In the Shakesperian field alone, the names of 
Sidney Lee, of my lovable friend Israel Gollancz, and of F. &. Boas, 
stand out with arresting prominence. They shine with rare brilliance in 
kindred domains also. Think of Israel Gollancz, the son of a Chazan~ a 
fine genticman he was!~—who originally came.to these shores from 
Germany, being one of the first English authoritics on Anglo-Saxon. No: 
do these distinguished scholars stand alone. In aquitealifferent sphere o 
literary scholarship there was Mr. B. W. Matz, who used to write with 
authority about Charles Dickens. What he did not know about that subject 
wasn't knowledge. Iremember reading a book from his pen some time ago 
with keen delight: it was about the Inns which Dickens had made famous 
by hisnovels. Yes, Matz—the name givesa clue to the man’s history. The 
word is of Hebrew cxtraction, and stands for Moré Tsedek, * teacher of 
righteousness,” the title given to Rabbis and preachers in old Jewish 
phraseology. This particular Matz, then, was an immigrant into this 
country once or, at most, twice removed, And he spoke to Englishmen 
with authority about Dickens, one of the most English of writers! Verily 
we Jews are an amazing people!— Yours, ctc.,

ANNUAL MEETING OF YEHIDIM. 


The annual meeting of Yehidim of the Spanish and Portuguese Con. 


gregation was held on Sunday in the Vestry Room, Heneage Lane. Mr. 
EvustTAceE A. LINDO presided. 


Messrs. Edward L. Mocatta and Ellis 8S. Manasseh were re-elected 
Parnassim as from Shabbat Haqgadol next, and Messrs. Henri I. Modiano 
and Cyril M. Picciotto were elected Elders for a period of two years as 
from Shabbat Hagadol next. 

Mr. E. L. MOCATTA, in moving the adoption of the Speech of the 
Mahamad and the statement of accounts, said that at the last annual 
meeting the question had been raised as to whether their properties were 
adequately insured against fire and other emergencies. The Mahamad 
had since gone into the matter very carefully, and the properties were now 
therenghly insured at their full value. The matter of the proposed syna- 
gogue for Sephardi Jews, at Shepherd’s Bush, spoke for itself, and the 
Elders had decided to hold out a helping hand to this new body. There 
was still a certain amount of negotiation to be carried through. 

The speech and accounts were adopted. 

Mr. DAVID A. ROMAIN moved the following resolution : 

That it be a recommendation to the Elders that a grant of £150 per 
annum be made out of the Congregational revenue to the Shaaré Tikvah Schools. 
He said that the motion which he was about t6 move was submitted to the 
Elders by him ata recent meeting but was not accepted bythem. Now the 
question of the finances of the Congregation was, as they were aware, as 
much in their hands, perhaps more so, than in the hands of the Elders. 
The Shaaré Tikvah Schools was one of their oldest institutions. The 
present Shaaré Tikvah Schools were housed in the Butler Street Club. 
The accommodation was totally inadequate, but it was the best that they 
could get for the time being. The boys numbered anything from 60 to 100. 
The classes met on Sunday mornings for two hours and on Wednesdays 
for an hour. This he thought was totally inadequate. The Shaaré Tikvah 
Schools had an endowment which produced about £300 a year, and its 
expenditure was about £600. He believed it was the duty of that congre- 
gation to see that its boys were properly educated and that it should pro- 
vide the necessary funds for that purpose. He was, therefore, recom- 
mending to the Elders that they should provide the sum of at least £150 a 
year towards the maintenance of the Schools. There were only a few 
members interested in the school and the rest knew very little about it. 
The work must and would be carried on and he did not think, in asking 
for £150, that he was asking too much. 

Mr. I. P. FERNANDEZ seconded the resolution. 


Mr. E. L. MOCATTA said that he was surprised to hear that there had 
been a deficit of £300, as last year’s balance-sheet and the previous year's 
had shown a surplus. It was true that last year the Shaaré Tikvah 
Schools had laid out a capital outlay for books, etc. He saw no reason 
why, if they were receiving an income of £400 a year from the sale of the 
Thrawl Street School, that sum should be dissipated. 


Mr. I. NUNEZ VAZ said that the congregation ought to be responsible 


for the upkeep of the classes, which ought not to be dependent on an 
endowment. 


Mr. ROMAIN said that the future of that congregation depended 
entirely upon the number of 'recruits into it, and unless they had new 
blood how were they going to support it. 

The resolution was lost, eight voting for and ten against, 

Mr. ROMAIN then moved the following resolution : 

The Yehidim in this meeting assembled desire to express their dissatisfac- 
tion with the action of the Elders, who have declined to exercise their discretion 
to alter the Deed of Endowment of the Montefiore Fund so as to enable a grant 
of the surplus income to be made to our Beth Holim. 

Mr. Romain said that the Beth Holim at the present moment was 
in the throes of financial! difficulties. He submitted a notice of motion to 
the Elders for the purpose of asking them.to consider a grant for the Beth 
Holim from the Montefiore Endowment Fund. That came before them 
at the last meeting, but they declined to accept the proposal. They had 
thirty-eight Elders mainly drawn from the West End, and the sympathies 
of that body were not with the East End. The Montefiore Endowment 
was an endowment left by the late Sir Moses Montefiore for the 
upkeep of the Synagogue in Ramsgate, the tomb, college, and a number 
of almshouses. The estate of the late Sir Moses Montefiore realised 
a surplus which was left to be dealt with by the Eldersin such manggr 
as they might deem advisable, and they were enabled to make any 
alteration in the Deed in order to apply the surplus to any object they 
deemed desirable. The Beth Holim was face to face every year with a 
deficit of £400 to £500. It was an institution which was entitled to the 
support of the congregation, just as much as their Board of Guardians or 
any other institution attached to the synagogue. The Elders had the 


power to alter the Deed so that the fund should provide a grant to the 
Beth Holim. 


Alderman J. GENESE, J.P., in seconding the motion, said that he 
could quite see the Elders’ point of view that the Montefiore Edowment 
was not founded for such objects as the Beth Holim. He hoped that some 
of the Elders would visit the Beth Holim and see the good work it was 
doing. The institution was continually striving to keep going, and he was 


sure the Elders would not like to see their old people go on the local 
rates. 


Mr. CHARLES MOCATTA moved that the previous question be taken. 
This was seconded by Mr. A. A. ISAACS and lost. 

Mr. ROMAIN said that the Elders had discretionary powers in regard to 
the alteration of the Deed of Endowment of the Montefiore Fund, which 
they could very properly exercise. 

The CHAIRMAN said that no other interpretation of the motion could 
be taken but that it was a direct vote of censure. 

On a vote being taken the resolution was lost, eleven voting for and 
fourteen against. 


On the motion of Mr. RoMAIN, a vote of thanks was accorded to the 
Chairman.

67th ANNUAL REPORT. 


CHANGING ANGLO-JEWRY. 

The sixty-seventh annual report of the Jewish Board of Guardian 
records the fact that the aumber of cases which are assisted annua)! 
seems, toa great extent, to have become stabilised. In the year und, 
review there were 9357 cases, (including 1,718 men, 2.058 women, an, 
5.185 children) as against 2,444, 2,418 and 2,200 in the three precedi) 
vears. Only & cases during the year were of foreigners who have bec: 
resident in this country for less than seven years. 

It is pointed out that the work of the Board is completely changing 
character under post-war conditions. The Metropolitamcommunity ha: 
hecome a self-contained body, to which recruits from Continental Jewr 
are no longer added. In 1900 the proportion of native born cases to th. 
total was 10 per cent.: in 1913 (the last pre-war year) it had risen to 13. 
per cent., in 1919 to 15.5 per cent., and in 1925 to 24.9 per cent. Natura 
causes will, of course, make the process continue with ever-growin: 
acceleration. Thirty vears ago, public help for destitution was confined 
to that giventhrongh the Poor Law by the local Guardians. In Eas: 
London -especially in Whitechapel-out-door relief was extremely 
difficult to obtain, and as Jews hardly ever consented to enter work. 


houses, practically every case of need came on to the books of the Board. 


Now there are many forms of public assistance of which Jews tak 


aivantage as freely as their neighbours. The old age pension is another 


example of State rclief that is open to the Jewish poor, and since January 
Ist a new pension has become available for widows with dependent 
children. This will no doubt reduce the expenditure in the Board's allow 
ance departments, but at the time of writing it is not possible to indicat: 
with any accuracy the amount that will be saved. The most importan: 
alteration, however, is the change of policy of the Poor Law Guardians. 

It must not be thought that the various changes which have bec: 
indicated have in any way rendered the work of the Board superfinons 
or that they have removed from .the community the time-honoured 
privilege of relieving its own poor. There must always be large gaps in 
aby scheme of public assistance that have to be. filled up by voluntar\ 
effort. When the Doard was established sixty-seven years ago, th: 
London Jewish Community was estimated to consist of 40,000 souls, bu: 
the problem of relieving “* the strange poor” was already becoming acut: 
The total resources at the disposal of the original Board in the first year o! 
its existence were £440 contributed by the three City Synagogues, £014 
received as donations from private people, and £200 in two special dona 
tions to establish the Loan Fond. Notwithstanding the small income 
the year ended with £200 invested and a balance at the bank of £57. = Fo 
many ears, income and expenditure increased together, and legacic- 
were invariably funded in accordance with the principles of sound financ: 
('ntil Is07 all legacies continued to be funded, and the average annua! 
income balanced the expenditure. Ten years later, the accumulated 
deficit was {£11.851, and for the first time was liquidated by spending 
legacies to the amount of £11,750. -By 1911 a fresh deficit of £5,000 had 
been piled up, and this again was met by a raid on legacies, and finally. 
in Augnst, 1914, it was resolved to suspend the investment of all available 
legacies. Since that year no less than £67,300 legacies have been spent! 
and still there was a deficit on December 3lst, 1925, of £20,043. 

Lhe great event of the past year has been the actual receipt of the 
Muller legacy, amounting to about £62,000. A suitable site has been 
purchased on the cliffs at Broadstairs, and plans have been approved fo: 
building a convalescent home and open-air school to accommodate forty 
long period and twenty short period children. The Jewish Convalescent 
Llomes’ Committee, whose resources for several years have not allowed 
them to re-open a home, have decided—subject to the approval of the 
Charity Commissioners--toamalgamate their funds with the Board’s, and 
to contine their own work in future to running the Daneswood Sanatorium. 
But the Muller bequest, handsome as it is, is inadequate for its purpose 
in the past year the task of looking after ailing children has been con 
ducted on familiar lines. The Samuel Lewis Convalescent Home for 
Adults has again been open @uring the winter as well as the summer, 
but this result has only been obtained by a further grant of £800 from 
general funds. The Board’s relief efforts nowadays are directed more 
to the permanent raising of people above the poverty line, than to 
assisting them to live from day to day. The amount disbursed 
in direct relief was £38,670. as compared with £37,020 in 1924 and 
£34,390 in 1923. Of this, £29,534 was disbursed out of funds at the free 
digposal of the Board, and £9,136 on account of funds hypothecated for 
special purposes. In 1924 these figures were £28,141 and £8,879 respect. 
ively, and in 1923 £25,369 and £9,020 respectively. Management charges 
amounted to £6,876, not including £532 interest on overdraft at bank. 
The revenue available for relief and general expenses Was £37,240, as 
compared with £33,434 in 1924, and £38,512 in 1923. Of this £28,145 was 
at the free disposal of the Board, and £9,094 was hypothecated for special 
purposes. In 1924 these figures were £25,300 and £8,134 respectively, and 
in 1923 £27,377 and £11,134 respectively. Legacies and donations “In 
Memoriam” amounting to £7,181 were, in addition to above, utilised to 
meet expenditure.

Jewish Health Organisation. 


—— 


A meeting of the Council of the Jewish Health Organisation of Grea; 
Britain was held on Thursday of last week, at 67, Wimpole Street, th, 
residence of the Chairman, Dr. A. H. Levy, M.D., F.R.C.S. There wer, 
present: Dr. M. D. Eder, Mr. A. Freedman, Dr. A. Gaster, Dr. y 
Krupenia, Dr. A. Goodman Levy, Dr. B. W. Lowbury, Dr. L. Mana, 
Mrs. A. Model, Dr. N. Pines and Dr. M. Schwarzman. Dr. A. H. Le, 
presided. 

Dr. A. GOODMAN LEvy, in the course of his account of the Organi: 
tions activities, said that a proposition to appoint Medical Officers to ¢) 
Boys’ Clubs, and to co-ordinate the activities of officers already appointec 
had been considered. A schedule of information which would be use; 
for statistical purposes, and which might be obtained from such sourc, 
was in course of compilation. The special meeting of the Health Co, 
mittee, held on the 4th inst., had passed a resolution advising ¢| 
establishment of a clinic for Jewish difficult and nervous children. 1 
question would be considered at the next meeting of the Committee. 

Mrs. MODEL reported that the public who attended Dr. Slo» 
Chesser's lecture to women, at which she had presided, had expressed 
strong desire to have a course of lectures devoted exclusively to Sov 
Hygiene. The Council had, accordingly, decided to engage a hall for t})) 
purpose next session. 

The CHAIRMAN announced that in the proposed anthropometri: 
medical registration of adolescents connected with Jewish Boys’ C! 
the schedules of the Special Anthropometric Committee of the Board 
Education would be adopted with a view to co-ordination of work a: 
uniformity of standard. The schedules, with instructions, had alread 
been supplied, through the courtesy of the Medical Branch of the Boa) 
of Education, to the Statistical Committee. This Committee had BACCO pt 
the invitation of the Board of Deputies of British Jews to re-organise an 
co-ordinate the annual statistical returns of the Jewish communities 
this country. The recistration forms to replace the old returns had be 
considered and approved, and Mr. Rowson had been authorised to car: 
on the negotiations in regard to this undertaking, and to put into operat. 
his scheme for raising the necessary funds. The Statistical Com 
mittee had been instructed to establish communication with the Jewis! 
Statistical Bureau in Vienna, and the Council was asked to have tlh. 
report on the inquiry into racial characteristics referred to the Statistica 
Committee previous to its being released by the Organisation. Thy 
report on the hygienic conditions in the Talmud Torah Schools had bev: 
submitted to the Talmud Torah Trust. Following the request of the Trust 
for an officer to supervise the proper carrying out of the recommendations 
affecting myopic children, four ophthalmic specialists had been 
nominated to deal with the conditions of vision in those schools. Applica 
tion had also been made to the Trust for a grant in aid of the medica 
work Carried on by the Organisation for their schools. 


Dr. EDER has been invited to continue in his Presidency of th: 
Advisory Board--for Jewish Schools. Dr. A. H. Levy, Chairman of! 
the Council, has been elected to represent the Organisation at the Imperia! 
Congress of the Royal Sanitary Institute. The Congress will be held in 
London from July 5th to July LOth, in celebration of the Jubilee of fifty 
years’ work by the Institute. The Rt. Hon. Neville Chamberlain, M.P.. 
Minister of Health, will, as President, deliver the Inaugural A:ldress at 
the Guildhall, when a large number of official representatives. from the 
municipalities and government departments in Great Britain and the 
Overseas Dominions, as well as representatives from foreign countries, 
will be present, Following aninvitation fromthe Royal Institute of Public 
Health, Dr. W. M. Feldman has been appointed delegate to the Congress in 
the City of Bristol, of the Royal Institute of -Public Health which wil! 
be held from May 19th to May 24th, 1926, under the Presidency of 
the Duke of Beaufort. An invitation to participate in the Nation’s Health 
Exhibition has had to be declined owing to the fact that the bulk of the 
materials of the Organisation has been forwarded to the World Union 
“O.Z.E.,” who are organising the Jewish Pavilion of the Dusseldorf 
Exhibition for Hygiene and Social Welfare, to be held in May in 
connection with the Congress of the Gesellschaft fur Medizin und 
Naturwissenschaften. The Health Compendium which the Leicester. 
shire Insurance Committee is compiling in co-operation with Professiona! 
and Voluntary Health Organisations in this country will contain an 
account of the objects and work of the Jewish Health Organisation of 
Great Britain, as well as a statement on the activities of the World Union 
for Preserving the Health of the Jews “ O.Z.E.” 

The next meeting of the Council will be held on March 24th, when 
the arrangements and proceedings for the annual general meetin,, 
provisionally fixed for April llth, will be disc ussed. Nominations of 
Honorary Officers and members of the Council will be received by the 
secretary up to the end of this month.

A meeting of the Council was held at the College on Monday. Mr. S.

Mr. Il. LANDAU asked the Chairman by whose authority, or at whose 
suggestion, a copy of Rabbi Dr. Joel Blau's inaugural sermon, which he had 
delivered at the West London Synagogue, had been circulated to members 
of the Council, with the agenda of that meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply, said that the sermon was sent to the College 
as an act of courtesy, and perhaps it would have been more tactful had 
the Secretary of the West London Synagogue himself, provided the mem. 
bers of the Council with copies of the sermon. Instead, he had asked 
the Secretary of the College to do so, and the latter had complied with 
the request. They should not attach blame to anyone. He (Mr. 
Japhet) assured members of the Council that nothing of a Rabbinical or 
of an administrative nature would in future be circulated without the 
authority either of the President of the College or of himself (as Chairman). 

The Rey. A. A. GREEN said that the Chairman's statement was not 
quite sufficient. The only safeguard against indiscriminate circulation of

Jews’ College Union Society. 


“SOUTH AFRICAN JEWRY.” 


The second of the series of popular lectures, held under the auspices 
of the Jews’ College Union Society, was delivered last Saturday evening, 
when Mr. S.. M. Goldstein, editor of the SouTH AFRICAN JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, spoke on “Sonth African Jewry.” The Rev. J. F. STERN 
presided, 

Mr. GOLDSTEIN said that in England knowledge of South African 
Jewry was mostly gleaned from novels and the writings of people who 
seemed to imagine they were all illicit diamond buyers, thieves, and 
criminals. The lecturer gave a survey of the history of the Jews in 
South Africa from the time when they assisted Vasco da Gama and Diaz 
in their scientific experiments and chart-making up to the present day. 
He remarked on the curious prevalence of families of Jewish name who 
were often found to be Gentiles. On the other hand, many Jews had very 
English-sounding names, as shown by the tale of the gentleman called 
“ Vivian Priest,” who, on being asked the origin of the name, said =“ Well, 
you see my name was *Chaim Cohen.’ Now ‘Chaim’ means ‘life,’ and 
‘life’ in. French is * Vivian’; ‘Cohen’ is * priest,’ so there you are.” 
There were great potentialities in the cotton-growing industry, and more and 
more settlers were needed onthe land. But it was the most difficult thing to 
persuade Jews to take up farming, although the prospects were so good. 
The problems that confronted South African Jewry were the same as 
those of English Jews. Petty parochialism was a great drawback to 
South African Jewish life. Nevertheless Jewish activity was flourishing. 
There were 150 institutes in South Africa apart from Zionist societies, and 
Hebrew was a recognised subject at the University. One of the chief 
needs of South African Jewry, he maintained, was a supply of young and 
energetic ministers, and if these would make up their minds to work hard, 
he could assure them their labours would be worth while. South African 
Jews had contributed most liberally to the Zionist cause, very often to 
the extent of depriving education of its rightful and much needed support. 
Too many of the young Jews only went to synagogue when they were 
Rarmitzvah and never entered it again until they were married. The 
Young Israel movement, however, was doing fine work to foster Jewish 
culture and combat assimilation. 

Thanks were accorded to the lecturer on the motion of Mr. C. Moss, 
B.A., seconded by Mr. A. T. Shrock. A similar vote was accorded to the 
Chairman, on the motion of Mr. I. K. Cosgrove, seconded by Mr. J. 
Weintrobe. 

Professor Dr. 8S. Brodetsky, M.A., will lecture te the Society at Jews’ 
College, to-morrow evening, at eight o'clock, on “The faith of a Jewish 
man of Science.” 
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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


CCCXXXIV.— Some Curious Customs. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


I am convinced that a collection of authentic customs illustrating 
different aspects of Jewish life would serve a useful purpose. Some of 
these Minhagim would illumine the religious life of the Jews, and 
possibly eve Nn the superstitions of the race, others would throw light on 
social life. Such a collection would be very voluminous and might be 
compared, as it were, to a Jewish museum, We cannot have too many 
records of Jewish life. for the mcdern tendency is for ancient customs to 
die out and be forgotten. It is perhaps a fair eriticism of the Liberal 
movement that it reduces congregational life to one drab uniformity. 
Such a result is inevitable when you apply logic to the facts of life. But 
when life and its needs are allowed free rein, a many-coloured picture 
results. Each district. nav. even each congregation, varies in aspect 
from its neighbour, 

Thinking over this matter, I have myself set down a number of 
customs in regard to children of which I have heard and read. The first 
that naturally comes to mind is the anti-Lilith amulet, ta sort of hand. 
bill to warn off the great queen of the she-devils. Lilith, in the story, 
was said to have been the first wife of Adam. She must have been the 
mother of those restless women who quickly tire of their husbands, their 
home and their children, and who always want torun away. Lilith ran 
away from Adam; and three angels called respectively Zenoi, Zanzenoi 
and Zamangeloph, were deputed to follow her and bring her back. But 
Lilith did not want to come back: she determined to go about the world 
as a child snatcher, carrying off little boys eight days old and little girls 
twenty days old. When she informed the three angels of this decision of 
hers, in their concern for human kind, and especially for the little babies, 
they urged her still more to return. But woman-like Lilith would not 
listen to reason. They perforce had to let her go, but not until she had 
taken a holy oath that if ever she saw the three angels or their names, 
she would desist’ from her nefarious purpose and not touch the little 
ones, 

Such is the ancient story told in connection with King Nebuchad- 
nezvar’s son: The prince was ill and his royal father sent for Ben Sira 
to charm away his affliction. Ben Sira wrote on an amulet the names of 
the three angels, Zenoi, Zanzenoi and Zamangeloph ; and when the king 
asked him what this meant, Ben Sira told him the story set forth above. 
In many parts of the world the custom prevails to write the names of 
these angels, together with other mystic formule, on bills to be put on 


each of the four walls of a room in which a mother is confined with her 


child. On the basis of this legend the custom is intelligible; and I am 
informed that printed forms of these amulets, or anti-Lilith hand- 
bills, nay be purchased in the shops of certain Jewish booksellers in 
London. 

Students of folk-lore have suggested that possibly this custom may be 
due to non-Jewish influences, and they allege that it is reminiscent of the 
story of Juno who, having killed her son, wanders about the earth in regret 
and revenge as a vampire, killing little children by sucking their blood. A 
child is avery precious thing to parents, and superstition finds an easy 
entry into the minds of the multitude. Philosophers may smile at a 
custom of this kind, but they will understand it. Rabbis may fulminate 
against it, but their adjuration and eloquence will fall on deaf ears. Some 
Rabbis have, therefore, attempted to find good in the custom; and the 
suggestion has been mooted that if the anti-Lilith amulets remind those 
about the mother and child that both need to be carefully watched and 
cared for at a time when their need is great, the superstitious practice may 
not be altogether fruitless of good results. 

Jewish parents have in the main rejoiced more at the birth of sons 
than of daughters. Whatever other motives may have been responsible 
for this, certain it is that the ceremony of circumcism, being as it is one 
of the most important ordinances among the 613, furnished an opportunity 
to show in a practical fashion obedience to the Torah. Accordingly much 
was made of the Brith Milah ceremony. On the night before, it was a 
custom in many districts for the child to be carefully watched, and in 
particular to arrange for the study of the Torah in the house in which the 
child was lodged. One suggestion for this practice was that being an 
asseinbly, whether of children or of adults, met together for the purpose 
of study, they would make a noise; and if the mother and child were not 
disturbed by the noise, it was plain that the circumcision could proceed 
without endangering the life of the child. Another suggestion for this 
ceremonial was sought and found in the words of Holy Writ; “And thou 
shalt watch carefully over my covenant.” (SOW "M3 PN ARND. 
Watch carefully—that is, watch for the precise time for the circumcision, 
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and in order to do this effectively, you stay up all night, spending the 
hours in study. In some Italian communities there were special societies 
for this purpose, and there is at least one record extant showing that the 
members received coffee and eakes. 

In some congregations the Friday evening after the birth of a child 
was utilised as an occasion for special rejoicing. This appears to hay, 
been an old custom, and its main purpose was to visit the new-born child 
in order to comfort it. ‘ Comfort it for what?” you willask. Thereis a: 
old tradition found in the Talmud that while the child is in its mother’ 
womb it learns the whole of the Torah, and that just before it is born a: 
angel comes and strikes it on the upper lip so that it forgets every word 
The visitation of the new-born boy is to comfort him for his spiritual los 
and Friday night was selected for the purpose probably because it w: 
the best night inthe week, seeing that most people were free then, Th), 
visitation developed into amerry gathering, and for aught I know, it ma, 
still be celebrated, though I have never heard of any case. 

Other customs are also associated with the ceremonial of circ) 
cision. There is first the seat for Elijah orate) Sey NBS): then there 
a sandek; lastly there are the special lights. 

It isan old belief that the prophet Elijah assists at all “ milahs,”. T) 
legend relates that in the days of Ahab circumcision Was heglected, a: 
Elijah, zealous for the Lord, did all in his power to maintain the custoy 
For this he was persecuted by the king, and also by Queen Jezebe! 
that he was forced to flee for his life. It was then that the divine visiv. 
appeared to him and assured him that as a reward for his zeal and as » 
recompense for his suffering, he should be present atevery Brith in Isra 

As for the sandek, it is suggested that the word is a form of the Gree) 
word “syndikos,” and means one who assists or co-operates with th 
Mohel. It was a great honour to hold the child on one’s lap during th 
ceremony, so great that the custom prevailed never to confer it upon an: 
man more than once (FN ASS "sw Pam). In 
Rome there were always two “sandcks”; while everywhere the lady who 
brought in the child was an elderly and honoured female of the fami), 
and was regarded as sharing the honour with the sandek himself. 

These two customs, the seat of Elijah and the institution of th: 
Sandek, are fairly general in Jewishcommunities. But the kindling of specia! 
Brith Milah lights is not quite so widespread. Of course, in so far as 4 
Brith is a joyful occasion, it is usual to kindle lights as a sign of gladness. 
In addition, however, there were special Brith Milah lights, and a curious 
explanation connects them with the times when Milah was prohibited. 
In those days a candle was lit and shown in the window of a hous: 
where the ceremony was being performed as a sign to any Jew passing to 
come in and assist at the ceremonial. In South Germany it was 
customary to light one great light and twelve smaller lights according to 
the tweive tribes of Israel. There were thirteen lights because the word 
covenant (FAS) occurs thirteen times in the chapter in Genesis which 
institutes the ceremonial of circumcision. The great light was allowed to 
burn itself out; the twelve lesser lightS were retained to be lighted again 
when the boy began to learn Hebrew for the first time in his life. 

A number of customs grew up also in regard to the names of children. 
Usually boys and girls were called after their dead grandfathers and 
grandmothers, though in Holland the adoption of the names of living grand 
parents was the rule. Boys received their names at their Brith, and 
girls when the mother first came to synagogue after her confinement. In 
many countries, and in Germany in particular, children were given an 
ordinary or so-called “Christian” name in addition to their Hebrew 
name ; and this too Was connected with a curious custom. A special day 
was appointed for the purpose ; a number of children were invited to the 
house and were regaled with sweets and fruit ;.and they danced round the 
cot of the little one crying out: 

Holla, holla, kreischen wir, 
Und das Kindlein heissen wir 
completing the couplet with the name of the child. 

In some districts boys who were born on the Sabbath were called 
“Shabbos” and girls “Shabsoi”; boys born on Chanucah were called 
Mattathias ; those born on Purim were called Mordecai and the girls were 
called Esther; boys born on the New Year were called Isaac ; those born on 
Festivals were called Yomtow: those born on the Day of Atonement, 
Rachamim: and those on the 9th of Ab, Menachem. 

Another custom in regard to children is to bless them on Friday 
evenings. Either the father or the Rabbi of the congregation lays his 
hands on the heads of the youngsters and pronounces the formula: “* May 
the Lord make thee as Ephraim and Manasseh ” ; or, in the case of girls, 
‘May the Lord make thee as Hannah, Rebekah, Rachel, and Leah.” I 
should imagine that this custom is by no means dead yet; I have reason 
to believe that in many a Jewish home in this metropolis it still has a 
place of honour. | wonder what is its psychological effect on the minds of 
the children. Does it conduce to greater respect of parents ? Indeed, 
the psychological aspect of all customs, and especially of those I have 
jotted down to-day, is a problem that may be well worth the attention of 
latter-day psychologists. Doubtless many of the customs are rooted in 
superstition. Many again must owe their origin to fear. But all will 
probably be found to be an expression of that reaching out towards the 
divine which must be written down as one of the primal needs of the 
human heart. In the case of these customs the immediate motive may be 
wrong and even bad, but the end in view is surely laudable,

“ EASTER IN PALESTINE, 1921-1922,” by Dame Millicent Fawcett 
(T. Fisher Unwin, 9s.), has been compiled from the notes of her two 
visits to the Holy Land. Mrs. Fawcett is able, in a limited degree, to 
compare the progress made between her first and second visit with the 
detailed record giveninthe Report of the High Commissioner, Sir Herbert 
Samuel, on his Administration of Palestine, 1920-25. issued by the Colonial 
Office last July. The anthoress has added a chapter on the wonderful 
achievement of Eliezer ben Jehudah, who devoted his life to the develop. 
ment of Hebrew into a modern language, adapted to all that is needed for 
up-to-date use. ‘Though this great scholar did not live to see his work 
completed, he left it in so advanced a condition as to make its com. 
pletion a certainty. In the “ Postscript,” Mrs. Fawcett recalls that 
when Sir Herbert Samuel took up his great work in 1920, the avenues of 
approach to the city of Jerusalem were lined with soldiers and there was 
a considerable display of military strength. Nothing of this kind marked 
his departure in 1925. He was universally recognised as a man with a 
passion for justice and intent all along on devoting his great powers and 
experience to the welfare of the whole country. The best sign of all for 
the future of Palestine is the fact acknowledged by all observers that 
when Christian, Jew,and Moslem are brought into contact with each other, 
with a common object and gradually increasing common aims and tradi. 
tions, they have no difficulty in working harmoniously together. 

“ ALLENBY OF ARMAGEDDON,” by Mr. Raymond Savage (Hodder and 
Stoughton, 20s.), is a record of the career and campaigns of Field-Marshall 
Viscount Allenby. Mr. Lloyd George contributes a preface, in which he 
recalls that it was the series of smashing blows commencing with the 
break through of the Turkish lines on the Plain of Sharon, in September, 
1918, which finally crumpled the Turkish military power, These taken 
together went to form one of the most complete victories known to history. 


It is still early to assign to the operations in the different theatres of war- 


their proper value as contributory factors towards the final victory. But 
by his brilliant conquest of the Turks, Lord Allenby, whose story is told 
so well in his book, earned the gratitude of all the Allies, and particularly 
of the British Empire.

Sir,-—If the jealousy of scribes—as the Talmudic adage has it 
increases wisdom, the jealousy of publishers increases editions. Bnt 
wisdom is not always advanced by it. Our liturgy, for one, has distinctly 
suffered from the competition of publishers who vied with each other Ip 
offering to the pions purchasers “enlarged and improved” editions. — In 
the case of the more sacred books of our traditional literature, the Bible 
andthe Talmud, such improvements took the form of additional com 
mentaries. The text itself was protected-by its sanctity against incursions. 
Bunt the liturgy lacks such protection. 
selves the part of editors, arranging the phrasing, the vocalisation, even 
the readings, according to their own sweet will, regardless of the most 
elementary grammatical rules. Obscure meditations, mystical interpola 
tions drawn from all kinds of sources have been ineorporated into the 
Siddur and Machzor as improvements. The jealousy of publishers has 
even multiplied names of angels. For to it may be traced the strings of 
immutable names found in some of our liturgical books. 

It is in this respect that the benefactress, who endowed Singer's 
edition of the Daily Praver Book conferred a greater benefit on our liturgy 
than she probably knew. The vesting of its*copyright in a communal 
organisation, the Jewish Religions Education Board, has secured for it 
moral and material independence. So that its eminently able compiler 
and translator was in a position to set himself the object—which he 
attained in no smal) degree—of presenting a correct and dignified version 
of our traditional daily liturgy, and of extending the usefulness of the 
Siddur as a vehicle of devotion for the individual and the family as well 
as for the congregation.

It was the one or the other of these motives that actuated the two 
immediate predecessors of the present Chief Rabbi to effect a slight

Both teachers and pupils will be particularly 
appreciative of the improved arrangements. Very welcome, too, is the 
admission of the “IN =", which has heen a household phrase in Jewish 
homes for some hundreds of years, into the Morning Prayers for Children 
(328). and of Najarah’s aby 7239 and the anonymous 
the two favonrite table-songs (124a—124b). These additions may 
rightly be classified with the emendations, for a beginning in that direc 
tion was, of course, made by Singer, who inserted the S207 for the 
termination of the Sabbath (217). 

But it is chiefly by his contribntions under group 1, i.¢., the newly 
added prayers, that the Chief Rabbi has placed the community under a 
debt of gratitude. Some of these have been mentioned before. His latest 
contribution, the meditation before kindling the Sabbath lights (108), may 
be characterised by the term applied in the Talmud to another newly 
introduced meditation —"NPY3I"Bl It is a veritable gem. It is simple, 
yet sublime. The chords which it strikes form a fitting prelnde to the 
serenity of the Sabbath. 

Our community has, indeed, cause to congratulate itself upon having 
Dr. Hertz as the reviser of its standard Prayer-Book, no less than on hav- 
ing’had a Mrs. Montefiore to e ‘ndow it and a Singer to compile and trans 
late it. With the prospect of a further revision when the promised 
“continuous ” edition will be produced, our Siddur bids fair to become 4 
model to other communities.

Jews, but it is regrettable that there has been a falling off in subscriptions. It 
is to be hoped that better trade conditions will prevail and increased contribu 
tions will make up the deficiency. The aim of the Executive is to further the 
interests of the Home and accomplish the addition of an incurable section, 
which is the crying need of Leeds. The present accommodation is limited, and 
additional premises are urgentiy needed. The intention of the Committee is to 
build more commodious premises, which will cost at least £10,000. The present 
investments of the Home stand at £2,250, and a great effort is necessary on the 
part of subscribers, so that a site can be secured and building commenced. 

Herzl-Moser Hospital.—The monthly meeting was held last week. 
Mr. R. Camrass presided. Dr. M. Umanski (Medical Superintendent) sub. 
mitted the medical report. Dr. 58. Samuel, in moving its adoption, said that 
the report was an excellent one. The Secretary submitted the annual 
report, and, on the motion of the Chairman, the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, 
M.A., was thanked for his services in connection with the drafting 
of the report. The financial statement was presented by Mr. R. Silman, 
the Treasurer, and the report of the sub-committees were submitted by 
Mrs. H. Freedman and Messrs. W. Priceman and Henry Freedman. A 
tea and entertainment were provided for the inmates by Mrs. H.

Jewish Workers and Co-Ordination of Charities.-_A well attended 
meeting of members of the Jewish Garment Workers Trades’ Union was 
held at the Trades’ Union Institute. Mr. Baker, who presided, explained 
that that meeting had been convened to consider the Amalgamation of 
Leeds Jewish Charities, and the scheme for a United Shechita Board. 

Messrs. W. Goldberg, M. Sclare and R. Gittleman, in advocating a 
scheme of co-ordination, said that if the local leaders were opposed to 
such a project then the workers would organise themselves into one 
central body for that purpose. They would collect their own charity 
funds to be allocated by them among the local organisations. A resolu. 
tion to that effect was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. M. Sclare referred to the efforts of the Jewish Representative 
Council to bring about a United Shechita Board, and he indicated upon 
what lines the Jewish Workers Trades Union should identify itself 
with the movement. 3 : 

After a discussion, a resolution, in favour of a United Shechita Board 
for Leeds, to be established upon a different basis than heretofore (the 
controlling body to be formed from among representatives of Friendly 
Societies, Workers Organisations, and the Jewish Representative Council) 
and that the Board should not be under the control of the local congrega- 
tions, was adopted. 


Rabbi Abrahams Memorial Library.—At a meeting of the Manage- 
ment Committee the President, Mr. A. Friedman, said that the Library was 
not serving the useful educational purpose expected of it at its foundation a 
few years ago.

The Plight of Polish Jewry 


INTERVIEW FOR “ THE JEWISH CHRONICLE ” 


WITH 
Dr. BERNHARD KAHN. 
<4 HERE is no necessity for exaggeration—the facts are 


sufficiently tragic to require no reinforcing with fiction.” 

This was the melancholy confirmation of the recent 

reports of distress among the Jews of Poland, which Dr. 
Bernhard Kahn gave, in the course of an interview with a represent- 
ative of THE ‘JewtsH CHRONICLE. Dr. Kahn, who is the European 
organiser for the American 
Joint Distribution Committee, 
has an intimate acquaintance 
with conditions in Poland. Not 
only has he investigated per- 
sonally the conditions in the 
many Jewish communal centres 
in Poland, but he is also in 
receipt of regular reports from 
his inspectors, and during the 
last few months has interviewed 
more than a thousand deputa- 
tions from different towns and 
villages in Poland, which have 
come to him to implore the aid 
of his Committee. 


“The Polish-Jewish problem,” 
said Dr. Kahn, “is essentially 
economic. It is true that there is a definite feeling of antagonism to the 
Jews on the part of the non-Jewish population, but the terrible sufferings 
which the Jews of Poland are undergoing is entirely due to the collapse 
of industry and trade throughout the country. It happens that the Jews 
are in the very worst position of allthe many sections of the population 
owing to the fact that they have always been engaged in trade and 
manufacturing. Some idea of the seriousness of the position generally 
may be gathered from the fact that in former times two-thirds of Poland's 
manufactured products found a market in Russia. To-day this outlet is 
closed, while the extensive trade which used to be done with Germany 
is completely closed down owing to the tariff war which is being waged 
between the two countries. . 

“The Jews are to all intents and purposes unable to enlist in the vast 
army of civil servants and municipal officers who form an unduly 
high percentage of the Polish population, while there is no room 
for the Jew on the land. For the most part the Polish Jews have 
been compelled to make a living as shopkeepers or artisans engaged in 
‘home’ industries. With the collapse of the exchange and the con- 
sequent ‘tightness’ of ready money the shopkeepers have been ruined, 
while the break-down of all export trade has taken away the livings of 
those families which formerly worked in their homes to supply the larger 
factories. 

Roughly speaking, of the three million Jews in Poland, one million 
are utterly destitute, one million are coming nearer and nearer to 
distress every day as their small savings are becoming exhausted, and 
one million are just managing to keep their heads above water. It 
happens that the system of taxation in Poland falls unduly heavily upon 
the town-dwellers, they being taxed twice as much or more than the 
rural population. As the Jews form thirty-three per cent. of the 
inhabitants of the larger towns, it will easily be seen how this unfair 
burden weighs upon our people.” 

Is there no sytem of Government relief for the unemployed ? 

Unfortunately, the way this is arranged in Poland is of very little 
assistance to the Jews. The State pays a form of ‘dole,’ but only to 
those unemployed who worked in factories where more than five employees 
were engaged. As the Jewish workers were mostly occupied in little 
‘ home’ industries, it has worked out that only about 10 per cent. of the Jews 
receive Government relief, against seventy-five per cent. of non-Jews. 
A similar state of affairs exists as regards education. The Government 
schools are badly overcrowded. There is no room for Jewish children, and 
the amount of State assistance which the Jewish private schools 
receive is quite negligible. There are in Poland about twelve hundred 
Jewish schools with approximately five thousand teachers and one 
hundred and fifty thousand pupils. The majority of the teachers have 
received no salaries for ten months, and the pitiable condition of the 
children has already, I see, been described by a correspondent of THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE. Then, again, we have some thousand hospitals and 
clinics to maintain, all of which are heavily overtaxed due to the many 
ills which follow naturally upon starvation. So far, epidemic diseases 
have been few; but I tremble to think what an easy prey the Jews of 
Poland would afford to any such affliction in their present weakened and 
emaciated condition. 

“In our relief work in Poland we have received valuable assistance 
from the Jewish Colonisation Association (Ica), who have borne equally 
with us the cost of our reconstructive activities. Our first line of action 
was to tackle the problem of feeding the school children. It must 
not be forgotten that the Polish community has had to provide for 
But the task is collossal. It is practically 
impossible to feed a vast population, one can only stave off starvation. 
After careful deliberations we came to the conclusion that the only hope 
for Polish Jewry was to afford cheap credits, and with this object in view 
we have established one hundred and ninety credit co-operatives in 
different parts of the country, and about one hundred and twenty more wlil 


goon be created. These are united in a federation under the Jewish 


Central Bank in Warsaw. In the last four months this organisation has 
advanced 350,000 dollars in small credits. This, in addition to the 225,000

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The Meekest of Men. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially prepared for THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


“And He called unto Moses, and the Lord spoke unto him out 
of the Tabernacle of the congregation.” — Leviticus 1. 


There is an intereresting Midrash on this introductory verse of 
Leviticns. Itis based on a text from Proverbs (xxix, 23). “A man’s 
pride bringeth him low, but he that is of a lowly spirit shall obtain 
honour.” From this we learn says the Midrash that dignity pursues him 
who flees from it. This is illustrated among other examples by Mos: 
When God said to him: “Come now, and I will send thee to Pharaoh,” 
Moses answered: “Send I pray thee by the hand of another, I am not 
eloquent.” But God said to him: “ As thou livest thou will ultimately go.’ 
And so he went, and gave the message to Pharoah. But when thx: 
wicked tyrant replied * Who is the Lord, that I should listen to his 
voice?” Moses said to himself: “ Well, I have delivered my messayve,” 
and sat down, But God said to him: “Dost thou sit down? (¢; 
again, speak to Pharaoh.” So each time God roused Moses to his task. 
‘ Gospeak to Pharaoh.” “ Rise up early in the morning, and stand befor 
Pharaoh.” Thus, constantly urged, but never seeking honour or dignity 
for himself, Moses brought Israel from Egypt, divided the sea for them, 
brought down manna from heaven, gave them water from the we'll. 
and quails from the sea, surrounded Israel with clouds of glory, and 
built the tabernacle. When all this had been accomplished, Moses said: 
“Henceforth, there is nothing left for me to do.” And so again he sat 
down. And God called him again and said: “ As thou livest there remains 
to thee a task greater than any thou hast yet accomplished. For now 
thou shalt teach my children the distinction between clean and unclean 
and show them how to offer Me the sacrifices of worship.” The meekest of 
men—and yet the redeemer of his people, their leader and their guide. 
He flees from dignity ; but there pursues him the crowning honour of his 
career. He is to be the means of Israel's consecration to the Divin 
service. So from the Tabernacle of the congregation God called to him 
With Moses, as with all noble souls, the constant call to leadership, means 
also the constant call to fresh duties and responsibilities. In vain Moses 
would sit down. God’s voice was constantly calling him to fresh 
activities. One seems to hear an echo of another saying of the 
Rabbis: “The disciples of the wise have no rest neither in this 
world nor in the world to come.” So Moses, who sought neither honour nor 
dignity, found an ever fresh call to lead his people on from strength 
to strength. He procured for them the gift of freedom—the first essentia! 
for their mission. Then through the experiences of the wilderness he 
gave them the knowledge of God's providence, and of His loving discipline. 
And lastly, he was “ called,” to bring to them the consecration that should 
make of Israel a holy people—able to discern between clean and unclean, 
and to provide them with a form of communion with the Divine presence 
that would henceforth dwell in their midst. This Midrash, which so 
aptly introduces the book of Leviticus, may also perhaps be suggestive of 
another line of thought. The details of sacrifices which we find in this 
book may have lost much of their interest in these days. The knowledge 
of them is no longer essential to Judaism. But the spirit that under- 
lies them has still its “call” to those who are responsive to the 
urging of religious influences. Sacrifice was the earliest form of religious 
communion, binding the worshippers together and offering a method of 
approach between the human and the Divine. It was the source from 
which sprang that simpler form of worship which is to day also our chief 
bond with one another in the presence of the Father of usall. Bearing 
this in mind, sacrifice should hold a sacred place in our memories. But 
the Levitical laws of sacrifice were more than this.. They represented an 
advance on the customs of the time, and a regulating of practices which 
in other communities had become a source of danger to the moral life of 
the peoples who practised them. The keynote of the whole book of 
Leviticus is holiness. The sacrifices, which among other peoples were 4 
cover for immoral practices, were with Israel an incentive to holiness. 
It was not only a ritual cleanliness, that the law demanded from the man 
who brought his offering to the door of the Tabernacle of the congregation. 
It is just in the Book of Leviticus that we find those laws of real morality 
and purity that have made Israel pioneers in the spiritual and moral 
uplifting of the world. If Moses had left no other message to his people 
than that contained in the 19th chapter of Leviticus, Judaism could still 
have claimed that it had taught the world righteousness. What seems to 
many of us incongruous in the apparent mixture of moral laws with the 
laws of sacrifice conveys its own especial lesson. Judaism teaches that 
the approach to the Divine is only by the road of holiness. That the 
beauty of holiness, which is the true vesture of worship, must concern 
itself with the whole aspect of the moral law as well as with the outward 
Symbols of purity. That not only the tent of the congregation— 
the place of worship—is holy, but that God walks within the 
whole encampment of Israel and the camp must be holy. That conduct 
and worship must coincide. Observance of the Sabbath, honouring the 
aged, loving the stranger, just balances, are parallel with—nay are 
instances of—reverencing the sanctuary (Leviticus xix.). “They are all 
forms of obedience—obedience to the law of duty, the law of love, the 
law of righteousness, the law of service, the law of God. So did sacrifice, 
conceived in the spirit of Judaism, become a means of sanctification, and 
holy living the rightful approach to the sanctuary. ‘“ Who shall ascend 
the mount of the Lord, and who shall stand in His holy place? He that 
hath clean hands and a pure heart, who hath not lifted up his soul to 
vanity nor sworn deceitfully.” For indeed life, like Leviticus, must also 
concern itself with sacrifice. It may flee from dignities, but it must 
take up its responsibilities and respond to every “call” that comes to it 
from on high. 
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The Russian Land Settlement Scheme. 


Reductions in Programme. 


Considerable reductions have been made in the programme for Jewish 
land settlement work in the Ukraine, in comparison with the scheme 
originally drawn up, when it was thought the whole of the 15 million 
dollar fund, which is being raised by the United Jewish Appeal in 
America, was to go for promoting Jewish colonisation in Russia. 

The work of transferring the new settlers to the Ukraine is beginning 
on March 15th. The flelds will have to be sown by April Ist. During the 
spring 600 families will be settled in the district of Kherson, 600 families 
in the districts of Zaporoszhie and Mariupol, and 600 in Krivoyrog 
together, 1,800 families. 

One half of the total number of new settlers (900 families) will be 


settled under the charge of the Agro-Joint, 300 under the charge of the 


Iea, and the other 600 under the charge of the Jewish Land Settlement 
Society (Ozet). 


In addition to the difficulty of lack of funds, there is another obstacle 


to the settlement of more than the 1,800 families who are to be settled 
this spring, for part of the land allocated for Jewish colonisation during 


this year is still occupied by the winter crops of the peasants who have 
held the land on lease, and will become free only when the peasants will 
have removed their crops.

The Situation 


General Strike at Universities. 
A general strike for the purpose of forcing through a demand on the 


Roumania. 


Government to enact a numerus clausus law against the Jewish students 


has been proclaimed at all the Roumanian universities, following a con 
ference of the Roumanian anti-Semitic students’ organisations throughout 
the country. The University Senate has demanded that the Government 
should provide protection for those students who wish to go on with their 
studies. If the measures taken for the protection of order at the 
Universities prove ineffectual, the Senate asks that the Universities 
should be closed for the rest of the year. 

The Government has decided 


not to close the Universities imme. 
diately as it had intended when 


the general strike of the Christian 
students’ union was proclaimed. Professor Anghelescu, the Minister of 
Education, announces that instead of barring the Universities imme. 
diately the Government will keep them open till the Easter vacation, and 
if the agitation has not subsided by then, the Universities will remain 
closed for the restofthe year. Meanwhile the students at the Bucharest 
Polytechnic and those at the Czernowitz University have resolved not 
to join the general strike. 

At Botosani, the murderer of a Jew named Abramovitz, has been 
acquitted on the ground that his “national dignity” had been insulted 


by the “ridiculous price offered” by the murdered Jew for a bundle of 
wood he was selling. 


Jewish Property in Turkey. 
Confiscated by Angora Government. 


[From our Correspondent.) CONSTANTINOPLE. 
The Angora Government has decided to sell, for its own profit, the 
property of Jews who have left the provincial towns to settle in the 
capital. The Government takes the view that such property must be 
considered as abandoned, and in spite of the protests of the parties 
concerned, this decision is already being carried into effect. 
The Jewish delegation which recently visited Angora endeavoured to 
get this injustice righted, but without success.

It is understood that the majority of the Immigration Committee of 
the House of Representatives have reached a definitely favourable 
conclusion with regard to the proposals in the bills submitted by Congress.

“Goodwill” Dinner in America. 


Jewish-Christian Reunion. 


Mr. Charles E. Hughes, ex-Secretary of State, presided at a 
“ goodwill” dinner of Jews and non-Jews, held recently in New York. 
The dinner was kasher, atid was said to be the first dinner of the sort 
ever given by Christians. 

In a ‘ message to the American people,” unanimously adopted by the 
gathering, it was said that the American nation had been founded on 
neither race nor creed, but rather in the adherence to principles of liberty 
and brotherhood, and that all should dedicate themselves anew to 
observing those principles by mutual understanding, friendly accord, and 
carnest co-operation for the common good. 

Mr. Hughes said that goodwill was not to be achieved by attempting 


a unification of belief or practice, but they could be unified in the solid 
rock of righteousness. 


Kasher Law for Columbia. 


British Legislation to be Proposed. 


The Judiciary Sub-Committee of the House of Representatives of the 
District of Columbia has reversed its previous rejection of Congressman 
Dickstein’s Kasher Bill for the District of Columbia. After hearing 
Congressman Dickstein, Rabbi Gedalia Silverstone, representing the 
orthodox community, and Attorney Selig Brez, the Sub-Committee decided 
to report the Bill favourably to the main District Committee, which is 
expected to ratify and report the Bill tor action by the House. 

Congressman Dickstein explained to the Committee the meaning of 
Aashruth. He added that Dr. J. H. Hertz had sent an inquiry to him 


regarding his Bill, with the idea of proposing similar legislation throughout 
the British Empire.—J.T.A. 


Montreal Community’s Decision 
> 
Proposed Kasher Law. 


lmportant resolutions affecting Canadian Jewry have been adopted 
by the Montreal Jewish Community Council at its annual meeting held 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Lyon Cohen. 

One resolution instructs the Jewish members of Parliament to 
introduce legislation in the Federal House making it a criminal offence to 
sell as kasher, food which is not declared so by a Council of Orthodox 
Rabbis. 

With reference to the Jewish school problem, a resolution has been 
adopted authorising the Jewish Community Council to be represented by 
an attorney at the Privy Council if against the recent judgment by the 
Canada Supreme Court, legalising the establishment of separate Jewish 
schools, there should be an appeal. If not, then the Couricil is authorised 
to call upon the Provincial Government to establish separate schools for 
Jewish children. 


Floods in Pavan: 


Jewish Quarter Submerged. 


The overflow of the Rivers Niemen and Vilya, which has for some 
days been causing considerable damage in parts of Kovno, has now become 
catastrophic. The whole of the Jewish quarter is under water. Several 
other parts of the city are submerged. Hundreds of Jewish families have 
been rendered completely homeless. The damage to property is estimated 
at millions. Panic is spreading in the town. 

The “Ezra” Society, representing the former Jewish community 
which has been dissolved by the Government, has sent an appeal to the 
Joint Distribution Committee and to the Ica, and is appealing to all other 
Jewish organisations abroad to send immediate help. 


Aid for Polish Jews. 


Proposed Combined Action. 
‘COMMUNICATED. | 


A joint meeting of the Executive Committee of the Federation of 
Ukrainian Jews, together with representatives of the Federation of Polish 
Jews and the Lodzer Benevolent Relief Society, was held on Tuesday 
evening with the object of combining the relief work of the three organi- 
sations in aid of the suffering Jews of Poland. 

Dr. Jochelman presided. Mr. L. Pilichowski, Dr. Samuel Daiches, 
and Messrs. M. Grossman, Morris Myer, Seifert, Tarlow, Angel, and 
Nussbaum spoke. After some discussion it was resolved that a general 
conference of organisations and congregations be convened for April 11th, 
with a view to launching a joint campaign to assist the Jews of Poland. 
A commission was appointed, consisting of seven of the representatives at 
the meeting, for the purpose of making the necessary arrangements for 
the proposed conference. 


New Synagogue for Beyrout.

Gift of Mr. M. A. Sassoon. 
(From our Correspondent. } BEYROUT. 
A great Temple is being erected in the Jewish quarter of Beyrout, 
where, up to the present, there has been no worthy Jewish place of 
worship. The community has long felt the need of such a building, and 
shortly before the war an effort was made to provide one, but lack of 


funds put an end to the undertaking. 
a ago, the well-known Calcutta philanthropist, Mr. Moise 
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Abraham Sassoon, who was passing through Beyfout, generonsly offered 
to defray the whole of the expenses of the building of a synagogue, and 
the work is now being actively carried on. A message of gratitude has 
been sent to Mr. Sassoon by the community. 


“German Citizens of the Jewish Faith.” 
— 


Opposition to Zi-nism. 

The biennial conference of the Central Union of German Citizens of 
the Jewish Faith has been held in Berlin. Several hundred delegates of 
branches of the Union in all parts of the German Republic were present, 
as well as many non-Jewish personages, including Government repre 
sentatives, local authorities, high officials, members of Parliament, etc. 

Councillor of Justice Dr. J. Brodnitz, President of the Union, who 
opened the Conference, said that they had not only to engage in a 
defensive fight ; they had a positive programme also~— the realisation that 
German Jews were inseparably bound for over one thousand years with 
Germanism and with their ancient Scriptures and history. They believed 
that they served their Fatherland best when they remained what they 
were Jews and Germans. 

Deputy Dr. Ludwig Haas said that there were five races living 
together in Germany. The German nation was not built upon the idea 
of race. It was built npon the idea of common language, history, litera 
ture, and art, their work in common, their common German traditions, 
which altogether had built up a common German spirit. German Jews 
had only one nationality—they were Germans. 

Dr. Friedrich Brodnitz spoke of the difficulties with which the Jewish 
youth in Germany had to contend. At the schools, at the universities, 
everywhere, the Jewish youth found an atmosphere of mistrust, often of 
hatred. Whole professions were closed to him. National pride, German 
focling., the basis of his whole existence, were denied to him. He went 
about among his colleagues with the feeling of a pariah, of a person 
belonging to a lower class. In spite of that, and this was the pride of the 
German Jewish youth, they had never doubted in their feeling of belonging 
to the German Fatherland, 

Dr. Hollander, the director of the Union, in the course of his report 
to the conference, said that the Union was an organisation for the 
furthering of Jewish and German feeling; and that brought them, into 
opposition to Zionism. They, too, had an interest in the advancement of 
the Hebrew language, but they must fight against the attempt to create a 
Hebrew world culture. Their culture was German. They did not desire 
an international solution of the Jewish question. For them the solution 
must be on German soil. In so far as Zionism was seeking to create a 
national home in Palestine for the persecuted Jews of the East, they 
would not oppose it. But that Zionism and those Zionists who denied 
German feeling they opposed. It was open to the members of the Union 
to contribute or not to contribute to the Aeren Hayesod, but a campaign 
of members of the Central Union for the Aeren Hayesod could not be 
permitted. 

A resolution was carried, stating that since the settlement of Palestine

Federation of Ukrainian Jews. 


£1,000 for Passover Relief. 


The Executive Committee of the London Federation recently resolved 
that a grant of £1,000 (as a first instalment for Passover Relief) be made 
for distribution among the Hebrew communities in Kieff, Charkov, 
Nikolaev, I. katerinosiav, Odessa, and the surrounding districts. It was 
also resolved that, as an expression of sympathy in the terrible lot of the 
Jews in Poland, a grant of £150 be made to these sufferers for Matzoth. 
[It is anticipated that as a result of the appeal for Passover relief, the 
Federation will be in a position to remit to the sufferers, by cable, a 
further instaiment for Matzoth, | 


Fan ine Sufferers in Bessarabia. 

The Federation also resolved further to assist in its work the Central 
Committee for the Relief of the Famine Sufferers in Bessarabia. The 
famine, which brake out owing to the bad harvest at the end of 1925, 
affected a cohsiderable portion of the Jewish population in Bessarabia. 
Thousands are subjected to starvation, especially the children. In many 
centres typhus is raging. The Central Committee, which is a represen. 
tative body of the leaders of Bessarabian Jewry, has, during the month 
of January, supported 12,665 souls in thirty-four different towns. In 
addition, it has maintained children’s soup kitchens in eleven centres, at 
which 2,214 children were fed. 

A grant of £50 was also made to the Jewish community in Rashkov, 
on the Bessarabian border, where the famine caused great distress. Onc 
hundred and seventy families, comprising 600 souls, are affected, and the 
community comprises a large number of widows and orphans. 


Russo-Jewish Refugees in Berlin. 

The growing economic distress among the Russo-Jewish refugees in 
Berlin has been considered by the Federation. It appears that the 
distress has reached unparalleled dimensions. Cases of suicide, as a 
result of starvation, are frequent. The Federation, in addition to th: 
grant of £50 recently voted, has made another grant of £100 for the relief 
of these sufferers. 

As a result of a play, entitled “ Zein Weibsman,” produced by Mr. M. 
Gerald, at Newcastle-on-Tyne, the sum of £23 was realised, and has been 
forwarded to the Federation. 


The Dublin Ladies’ Ukraine Committee has recently remitted, per 


Rabbi Dr. I. Herzog, M.A., the sum of £70 locally collected in aid of the 
Jews in the Ukraine.

GOVERNMENT YIELDS. 


The Ordinance issned by the Palestine Government last month 


providing for the reorganisation of the Palestine Defence Forces by the 
‘ransfer of all Jewish members of the Palestine Gendarmerie to the regular 
police and the setting up of the Arab and Circassian members as a 
lransjordanian Frontier Force (comprising an Arab corps in Palestine and 
4 Circassian corps in Transjordania), is to be amended as a result of the 
‘continued protests of the Jewish population, and, it is learned, of the inter- 
vention of the Colonial Office, against the exclusion of Jews from the 
new Defence Force. 

A new Ordinance is to be issued soon, providing for the reorganisation 
fthe Palestine Gendarmerie into the new Frontier Defence Force without 
excluding the Jewish members. 

From April Ist the Palestine and Transjordanian Forces will be united 
inder the supreme command of Field-Marshal Lord Plamer, the Palestine 
High Commissioner.—J.T.A.

THE Pardess Co-operative Society of Orange Growers, of Jaffa, have 
been very successful at the Jaffa Citron Exhibition, which the High 
Commissioner opened recentiy. Their members succeeded in obtaining 
no less than sixteen prizes out of a total of twenty-cight, of which six 
were firsts. The Society is now packing a special line for the London 
market, under the name of * Paradise ’Brand. 

Six Arabs who were concerned in the murder of the Jewish watch

Lord Balfour on Palestine. 
-- 
AN INTERESTING PRESENTATION. 


Lord Balfour received a Zionist deputation last Friday, consisting of 
Dr. M. D. Eder, Dr. B. Feiwel, and Mr. Leonard Stein, who presented him 
with a raised model of the Colony of Balfouria, on behalf of the American 
Zion Commonwealth, the founders of the Colony, together with an album 
illustrating town-planning schemes in Palestine, and a Hebrew address 
from the Palestine Jewish National Council. Lord Balfour, in acknow- 
ledging the presentation, said that he was gratified to learn that Jewish 
colonisation in Palestine, of which he had seen something during his 
recent visit, was making satisfactory progress. The Jews had only to 
persevere in their efforts, and, sooner or later, the world would come to 
recognise the value of the constructive work which was being done in 
Palestine under Zionist auspices. 

The settlement of Balfouria, which was so named in honour of the 
Balfour Declaration, was started in 1923, and is situated about ten kilo- 
metres south-east of Nazareth. Originally occupying 2,000 acres, it has 
now been enlarged to nearly four times that extent. It is inhabited by 
100 Jewish families, and has a school and dispensary. The American 
Zion Commonwealth has already invested over 500,000 dollars (over 
£100,000) in the colony, while the Acren Hayesod has spent a considerable 
sum on buildings, drainage of swamps, road-construction, and farm-stock. 
The plan of the settlement provides for the erection of a synagogue, 
communal hall, school, hospital, ete. 


“Friends of the Hebrew University.”

MEDICAL SECTION FORMED. 


A gathering of Jewish medical men and women was held last Sunday 
afternoon at Jews’ College to consider the formation of a Medical Section 
of the “ Friends of the Hebrew University of Jerusalem.” 

Sir Philip Hartog, C.I.E., who presided, said that he had spent five 
vears in Palestine, and had been most deeply impressed by the great 
nature of the experiment that was being tried in the University. 
Chemical laboratories and scientific institutes were already established 
and were doing splendid research work. In all departments of agricul. 
ture and physiology practical work was going forward, designed to assist 
in the development of Palestine. The University wanted not only 
money but sympathy, and for that reason the Society of Friends of the 
University of Jerusalem had been formed. The only obligation of the 
members would be to declare themselves in sympathy with the aims and 
objects of the University, and to subscribe the sum of one guinea per 
annum. 

Dr. M. D. Eder said that the University was no luxury but an absolute 
necessity tothe life of Palestine. People from all parts of the civilised world 
would flock to Jerusalem in time to come. Jews of all countries would go 
there to absorb a specific Jewish culture. The University would establish 
Jewish values in all subjects. The business of a University was not 
primarily to provide degrees for students but to undertake research in all 
branches of learning, and this would be one of the main functions of the 
Hebrew University. The people of this country could assist in the great 
work by giving not only money, but what was just as important, their 
intellectual and moral support, sympathy and understanding of the aims 
of the Society of the Friends of the Hebrew University. Some scheme 
might be evolved to enable members of the Society to be represented on 
the Board of Governors of the University, so that they might feel they 
were really in touch with the movement. 

Dr. Eder then moved the following resolution, which was seconded 
by Dr. A. H. Levy and carried unanimously: 

' That there be formed a Medical Section of the Organisation, “ Friends of 
the Hebrew University of Jerusalem ’’ for the purpose of promoting an active 
interest in the Hebrew University in this country and of organising all those 
who are prepared to serve the interests of the University.

British Jews had much 
greater responsibilities in regard to Zionist work than any other Jewish 
community, because it was British sacrifice that had won Palestine and 
it was British policy that had accepted the Mandate. If any British 
political party suspected that the Jews were wavering in their desire for 
that great opportunity, then the whole glorious experiment was in danger. 
It was not altogether easy to do Zionist work in a country where the Jews 
were well treated. It was the cruel country that made the best Zionists 
and the best Jews. Where there was fair play the Jews forgot their 
traditions of the past and about their future. They were seeing a dream 
of two thousand years come true, and they had to pay for the privilege 
of seeing it. They were a very fortunate generation in Jewish history. 
Chere had been generations of the expulsion, generations of the exile, but 
they were the generation that had been selected to see the dawn begin. 
Mr. Guedalla also proposed the toast of “The South London Zionist 
Council.” 

Mr. Gaskell Jacobs, President of the South London Zionist Council, 
in responding, said that the Council had not been established very long, 
but during the time it had been established it had done som« 
propaganda work.

Anglo-Palestinian Club. 
LECTURE ON “JEWS AND MOSLEMS.” 


At a meeting of the Anglo-Palestinian Club on Sunday at Jews’ 
College, Count Léon Ostrorog, Hon.- Lecturer in Mohammedan Law at 
University. College, delivered a lecture on “Jews and Moslems.” Sir 
Wyndham Deedes presided. 
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Count Ostrorog said that the old prejudice which represented Islam 
as intolerant of Unbelievers was totally unfounded. One of the aims of 
the Anglo-Palestinian Club was to propagate peace, trust and kindliness 
in Palestine between men of all races and creeds. No peace and friendli- 
hess were to be hoped for where there remained any possibility of hatred 
based on misrepresentation. He attributed the friendly relations which 
had existed between Arabs and Jews in medieval times to a recognition 
of racial kinship revealed in the similarity of language. The best way to 
promote sympathy between Jews and Moslems, was to encourage the 
study of their history, their literature, their religion and above all their 
language. He was convinced that this was the surest road to mutual 
friendship and respect, and it was his intimate conviction that it would 


lead to the same relations as had existed between Jews and Arab 
Moslems in the old heroic days.

mark or two. In honour of the visit of Mrs. Hertz to that school, he 
would be pleased to give two additional prizes to the boy and gir! 
who had just missed getting one. Their minister had been ther 
for thirty-seven years, ‘and had worked conscientiously and wit) 
all his heart. Mr. Goldston was not a hireling; he was not the kind o! 
man that worked by the clock, but a man who tried to do his duty. 
They also had good lay workers, a splendid lot of men gifted with 
vision and enthusiasm. He was glad to hear of the new developments 
that had taken place there in recent years in connection with that 
Congregation, and was gratified to learn that a young people's society had 
been started. By asking the younger people to come, and by bindiny 
them to the synagogue, they would prevent a lot of mischief 
in future years. He hoped that classes would also be startei! 
for adolescents, boys and girls between the ages of thirteen anid 
eighteen years. There ‘was no more sacred work in which the Jewis!: 
community could be engaged than the training of little children in 
the ways of religion, in ways of righteousness and Judaism. He was 
pleased to testify that the spirit of sacrifice already ruled there because 
two Life-Governorships, valued at ten guineas each, for the Norwood 
Orphan Asylum, had that afternoon been awarded, after a ballot had 
been taken, to Maney Stainer and Jennie Brooks... The children wer 
taught the duty of sacrifice, the duty of having rachmonus, The Chiet 
Rabbi concluded by saying that he would be pleased to visit their socict, 
on some future occasion and read a paper or deliver an address. 

Mr. GASKELL JACOBS proposed a vote of thanks to the Chief Rabbi 
for presiding, and to Mrs. Hertz for distributing the prizes. 

Mr. P. M. PHILLIPs, in proposing a vote of thanks to the teaching 
staff, said that they were fortunate in that congregation in having teachers 
who were zealous in their work. They aimed at building an institute to 
keep their people together and the heartening words of the Chief Rabbi 
were an encouragement to them to go on with that work.

Soup Kitchen for Jewish Poor : Passover Relief Fund. 
From Mr. SAMUEL SAMUEL, M.P. (President), and others. 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE. 


Sir,--In spite of the many claims before the Community, we venture 


to ask your readers to consider generously our appeal on behalf of the 
above Charity. 

Founded in 1855, one year after its parent, the Soup Kitchen for 
dewish Poor, it has had during its life of over seventy years a struggling 
existence, and never has it been able wholly to satisfy the many claims 
made upon it. 

Last year the sum expended by the Passover Relief Fund for relief 
was £479 3s. 6d., and this figure would have been increased, were it not 
for the free gift of one ton of AKasher margarine reveived from Messrs. 
Van den Berghs, Ltd. The relief was given to about 1,600 families: an 
average of.6s. per family—not an extravagant amount with which to help 
& poor family to celebrate the joyous commemoration of the Passover. 

For many years the Fund bas been obliged to hive recourse to the 
houp Kitchen for some assistance to carry on its work. 

The Soup Kitchen has, however, been compelled jn recent vears to 
use its legacies to meet current expenditure, because it has had several 
successive annual dcficits, and the debt to the Bankers now amounts to 
nearly £800, In these circumstances the Committee feel they should 
not incur any additional liability for the Passover Relief Fund. 

The total amount required for the combined charities this year will 
he about £2,900 (exclusive of the overdraft already mentioned), and of 
this amount £900 comes from invested funds. Of the balance of £2,000, 
we have already received about £1,250, and we are experiencing consider- 
Able anxiety for the amount still required. 

We sincerely hope that the charitable publie will not let us ask in 
vain, and that sufficient sums will be subscribed to allow this charity to 
continue its beneficent work, as it has done for so many years

JUDAISM IN THE COLONIES: WORK OF THE REV. S. MESTEL. 


Melbourne has a large Jewish community. Naturally being so far 
from everywhere, one expected to find a very “link” Judaism. There is 
no actifal ghetto, neither is there the preponderance of the very “ foreign” 
element. Yet there are three large Synagogues and several small Chebras 
that would compare very favourably with some of the London Yeshiboth, 
for piety, the continuance of “ hair-splitting” arguing and discussions to 
which our “learned men” are and have been addicted. Despite these 
facts, however, there is always the difficult question of the children, In 
London, although difficulties will crop up, the Jewish children are sent 
for Hebrew instruction, partly for communal feeling—-“‘All the other 
Jewish children go— I'll send mine too” —partly for the social advantages. 
All the little Jewish children meet and mingle—and so on. Here 
things are different, the residents are scattered, the area served is 
very wide indeed, and the staff, wonderfully efficient, is badly lacking in 
numbers. The staff, however, is sturdy in tenacity, idealism and 
enthusiasm, and achieves some wonderful results. Enthusiasm 
idealism —what wonderful spurs! Yet the Rev. 8. Mestel. who is th: 
minister of the East Melbourne the orthodox—Congregation, can well be 
said to possess both. The activity contained in this frail looking man is 
truly wonderful. The “difficuity of the children” meant more than a 
problem to be solved to him— something had to be done—he did it. School 
after school was visited, state schoo!) and private school, secondary school 
and college, names were obtained of the Jewish pupils, Hebrew classex 
were arranged, and a keen and faithful band of workers and helpers 
expended energy, with the result that this year several Jewish students 
passed the Intermediate Hebrew, a fairly high, publicly standardised, 
examination.

MR. HEWITT, K.C., ON THE JEWS. 


The final lecture of the series organised by the West London 
“ioniat Association on “Aspects of the Jewish Problem,” was hel 
ast «Wednesday evening, at 45, Abbey Road, St. John’s Wood. 
Mr. BE. P. Hewitt, the distinguished K.C. and well-known champion 
of our people in the Press and elsewhere, gave a witty address 
on “The Jew from an Outsider’s Point of View.” He discussed the 
various causes of anti-Semitism, and proved how fallacious were most of 
the familiar anti-Jewish arguments. One of the chief reasons for the 
temporary revival of anti-Semitism was the association in the mind of the 
average man of Jews and Bolshevism ; this was entirely contrary to facts 
which proved the Jewish and Bolshevik aims to be quite antipathetic in 
religion, views of nationality, family life, etc. Mr. Hewitt then paid 
tribute to the genius, the marvellous courage and patient endurance of 
the Jewish people through their years of suffering. He begged them to 
permain true to their ideals, to their race and religion, to combat assimila- 
tion and work for the re-building of Palestine which was obviously meant 
to be thei home. 

An interesting discussion followed, in which Miss Hewitt, Mes+ 
Cohen, D. Goitein, M. Lipton and H. Samuels took part.

Law Cases. 


Jewish Bakers’ Meetings: Action for Siander.—In the King’s Bone) 
livision, before Mr, Justice Swift and a Common Jury, a verdict for £100 
was returned in favour of the plaintiffin an action, in which Mr. Morris 
Silverman, a flour factor, of 4, West India Dock Road, Limehouse. 
claimed damages for slander against Mr. A. STEIN, of 99, Redmans Road. 
Stepney, and Mr. N. BEITLER, of 127, Charles Street, Stepney. He 
alleged that at a meeting of the Jewish Master Bakers’ Protection Society, 
held at the Old Commodore public-house, Old Montagne Street, White 
chapel, on December @th, 1924, the defendants accused him, in 
Yiddish, of being a swindler and a thief, and at a similar meeting 
on January 27th, 1925, of being a spy at the meeting, and of being 
a “man who has been in prison and is trying to ruin our trade.” 
The defendants, by their defence, denied those allegations. and pleaded 
that the statements were words of heat and/or vulgar abuse and published 
on privileged occasions. They also gave notice that, in mitigation of 
damages, they would rely on certain previous convictions of criminal 
offences recorded against the plaintiff. His Lordship, at the end of the 
(lefendants’ case, ruled that the occasions were privileged. In summing 
up to the jury, he said that privilege would be an answer to the plaintiff's 
case unless they came to the conclusion that the defendants were guilty 
of malice. They would have to consider whether raking up against th: 
plaintiff convictions which were 25 years’ old might not be evidence of 
malice. The jury retired for half-an-hour, and returned a verdict as 
stated. Judgment was entered accordingly, with costs. 

A Sabbath Summons. N. BARON, of 106, Gooch Street. 
Uirmingham, a confectioner and grocer, who was to appear at the Ashby 
de-la-Zouch Police Court on Saturday on a summons for having an 
inefficient brake on his motor van which collided with a doctor's car, did 
not appear at the Ceurt.

BAD TREATMENT AT LABOUR EXCHANGES.

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 

Sirn.—The charges made by Mr. G. Lansbury, M.P., with reference 4 
to the refusal of Unemployment Benefit, and the discourteous treatment 
meted out to applicants at the Stepney Labour Exchange, are only too 
true, and the explanation given by the Minister of Labour is) mere 
eyewash. 

To deal only with the charge of incivility. One is accustomed to hea, -° 
of officials administering a charity, bullying and interrogating an applicant 
unnecessarily, but Unemployment Insurance is not a charity; the workers 
pay dearly for what benefits they are entitled to. It is an Insuran« 
scheme, and not a Dole, as it is so often called, foolishly as well «s 
maliciously. 

Every claimant for benefit has to fill in several forms, and I . 
assure you that even those who are accustomed to form filling, find they 
no easy matter. We have daily proof that there is not the least atten, 
on the part of the staff at the Exchango to assist applicants, on the « 
trary, it appears that their job is not to assist claimants to what they a: 
entitled to, but to put unnecessary obstacles in the way. Perhaps the stat 
are not entirely to blame as they have to carry out the regulations with a 
view to decreasing the number receiving benefit. 

The official figures given of the number who are unemployed, 
misleading, as there are tens of thousands who are not included becatise 
they have boen refused benefit, or because they have been “ sickened’ 
off their claim. 

If there is the slightest omission on the form it is returned to th: 
applicant, without being told what is wrong, and we have people comin 
to us to help them put the matter right. To give one example, which is 
typical of most: A man having completed the nécessary forms, hande:| 
them to the clerk, who after a cursory glance, gave one back and sai@y' 

Was not properly filled in and should have the/ names of the appli ee sa 
children thereon. The man not being able to sfeak English well, fried to 
explain that he was not claiming for his childNqn, but the cle 
have none of it. The form was brought to me, anc V inorder, 
the claim being only for the wife’s allowance, as there” were no children 
under 14, and a note from me to the manager was all that was necessa' 
and the man was not worried any more. 

But it is not unusual for forms to be returned three or four times on 
the merest excuse, and many genuine unemployed do not claim becau-» 
they cannot stand this harsh, unsympathetic, and iron. handed adm:

Under the auspices of the University Jewish Students’ Association, 
Rabbi B. I. Cohen, B.A., of Sheffield, delivered a lecture at the University 


on“ Some Jewish Superstitions.” Mr. Reichlin ‘presided. The lecturer 


alluded to the various descriptions of sorcery and witchcraft referred to 
in the Bible, and dwelt upon the superstitions which were popularly 
believed in by Jews generally. The Rev. Dr. Abelson, M.A., moveda vote 
of thanks to the lecturer, which was scconded by Miss It. Lieberman. 
LIVERPOOL, 

Dr. Henry Cohen delivered the concluding lecture of the course on 
“Jewish History since the dawn of the 19th century,” organised under 
the auspices of the University Extension Board, and held last week at 
the University. Dealing with“ Jewish Contributions to Science” during the 
period, the lecturer said that the width of territory to be covered and 
the long line of cminent Jews who had been in the forefront of scientific 
development, rendered it impossible to give a fully inclusive narrative. 
It was more convcnicnt to take the main lines of scientific thought and 
consider the contributions of those protagonists in the particular spheres 
who were Jows. In mathematics he referred to the work of Fuchs, 
Levi-Civita, Minkowski, and Einstcin, in Experimental physics, Hertz and 
Michelson were Cuistanding pioneers, while in practical aeronautics 
Lilienthal had icd the way, and Professor Brodetsky in mathe- 
matical aeronautics had become a_ pre-cminent authority. The 
pioneer of the Rotorship, Fletter, likewise was to be included 
in the ranks ef Jewish scientists. Turning to organic chemistry, the 
lecturer refered to the werk of Dr. Weizmann, who by his achieve- 
ments In respect of acetone, bad rendered incalculable service to the 
Allied Cause inthe war. In medical sciences, Dr. Cohen referred to the 
epoch- making contributions of Wasseiman, Flicxncr, Widal, Besredka, 
Haffkine and Ehrlich, and finally in the sphere of psychology, Freud. 
Mr. Bertrain b&b. Benas, B.A., LL.B., on behalf of the Inter-University 
Jewish Federation, expressed thanks to the University Extension Board 
and its collaborators for affording facilities for the carrying through of the 
course of lectures which had been in its way a pioneer course, and an 
enlargement of the arca of University Extension cfforts. 

Mr. Bertram B. Benas, B.A., LL.B., delivered a lecture on “ Judaism 
and Non-Jdudaisin in Music” to the University Jewish Students’ Society 
recently. Mr. H. W. Altschul, B.A., presided. Mr. Benas said that 
music was a searching test of sincerity, and to be really expressive of the 


soul of a community it must be subjectively characteristic, not merely 
A work did not express the spirit of Judaism, or 


objectively so. 
Catholicism cr Protestantism merely by the introduction of typical litur- 


gical themes, for it had to be discovered whether those themes were 


really woven into the texture of the music or simply stuck patchwise. 
“ Liberal ” and assimilated Judaism in this country evinced its spiritual 
leanings by the intreducticn of music which in style was essentially 
expressive of Protestantism. He instanced the Catholic spiritual music 
of Liszt, Elgar, and César Franek, by which they could distinguish the 
atmosphere of Catholic Mysticism from Jewish spirituality.

MUSIC OF THE WEEK. 

Ou Wednesday evening in last week, Messrs. Harry Isaacs (piano. 
forte), Jean Pougnet (violin), Harry Berly (viola) and Douglas Cameron 
(violincello), gave the last of their recitals of contemporary English 
music, at the Grotrian Hall. The chief item of the programme was 
Edward Elgar's quintet in A minor for pianoforte and strings (the second 
violin being taken by Mrs. Hugo Rignold).

He 
does not rely upon a gigantic technique, although he is a sound pianist. 
His great assets are purity of interpretation and perfect musicianship, 
His Bach was a delight, particularly the Chromatic Fantasia, which was 
preceded by the organ Prelude and Fugue in D. Seldom have we heard 
such delightful rythm and evenness of touch except, of course, from Mr. 

Besides the Bach, the first group contained a Fugue by 
Krebs, a Minuet by Mehul, and Handel's “Gavotte Variée.” The rest 
of the programme consisted of a brightly coloured performance of 
Beethoven's Sonata (Op ILI), “Etudes,” by Scriabine and a “ Consola- 
tion” and “ Spanish Rhapsody” by Liszt.

L.pstein'’s Artist-Pupils’ Recital at the Wigmore Hall, on March 22nd, has 
had to be postponed. The date will be announced later.
